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NEW YORK TIMES: "Who’s Medically Fit for the White House? A doctor says its too 

important to be left to the doctors." Writing for the Times Sunday 
Magazine, Dr. Michael J. Halberstam, clinical instructor in medicine, 
said that despite the hazards of our present system for checking on the 
health of political candidates, "the risks of any further official in¬ 
quiry into our personal lives far outweigh the risks of illness while 
in office, public or private." "The rigors of campaigning, the constant 
exposure to interviewers, the demands of public offices that the can¬ 
didates have held previously: all these give a better idea of what a 
man or woman can do than a battery of tests." 

U. S. MEDICINE: Reports that The George Washington University School of Medicine is the 
first medical school to negotiate with the Defense Department to enroll 
students under the newly passed Uniformed Services Health Professional 
Revitalization Act of 1972. "According to the school's vice president 
for medical affairs. Dr. James J. Feffer, 'we are willing to very 
seriously consider a block of military students on condition full costs 
are reimbursed."' The provision granting payment to schools for total 
additional costs above tuition was included in the act after a lengthy 
battle in legislative committees. "Dr. Feffer emphasized that (GW's) 
interest was only in the scholarship program and not in affiliating the 
medical school with the Uniformed University of the Health Sciences, 
which the act also creates." As many as 25 students might be added to 
the entering class in the fall of 1973, he said. 

WASHINGTON POST: "The compulsive worker, who doesn't know how to play, may be rewarded 
by society, but he is surely as sick" as persons addicted to alcohol, 
drugs, tobacco and gambling, said Dr. David Lanham, assistant clinical 
professor of psychiatry and behavioral sciences.

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GWU, TWO EMBASSIES SPONSOR 
FREUDIAN LECTURER AND VIENNA EXHIBIT 

The George Washington University Department of Psychiatry and 
Behavioral Sciences and the Embassies of Austria and the Federal Republic of 
Germany will co-sponsor a lecture and an exhibit on the life and times of 
Sigmund Freud. 

Dr. Harald Leupold-Loewenthal, of Vienna, will discuss "The Social 
Position and Social Responsibility of Psychoanalysis in Our Time," on THURSDAY, 
NOVEMBER 30, AT 8 PM in the Dorothy Betts Marvin Theater at the University, 

800 - 21st Street, N. W. 

The exhibit consists of 50 graphic illustrations of the Freudian era. 
Beginning NOVEMBER 21, it may be seen in the Marvin Center Information Area 
(ground floor) daily from 8:30 am to 7 pm (except for the Thanksgiving holidays 
when the building will be closed). There is no charge for the exhibit. 

The exhibit contains a remarkable collection of photographs, drawings 
and news accounts of Sigmund Freud, the man and the scientist. His birthplace 
in Freiberg, his childhood in Vienna, medical studies, marriage and family may 
be seen, along with accounts of his controversial writings and lectures. One 
vivid scene is of Nazi students burning books by Freud and his pupils, in 1933, 
another shows his former home flying the swastika after the Nazi takeover. 

The collection was compiled by Dr. Leupold-Loewenthal, who is Secretary 
of the Vienna Psychoanalytical Association and a member of the Board of Directors 
of the Sigmund Freud Association. In 1971, he was instrumental in the establish¬ 
ment of the Sigmund Freud Museum in Vienna. The Viennese scientist has won an 
international reputation for his radioisotope studies of blood-brain barrier, and 
the metabolism of the schizophrenic brain. He is also well-known for his psycho- 
hygienic work with Hungarian refugees in cooperation with the World Health 
Organization, and for his writings on applied psychoanalysis. 

Dr. Leupold-Loewenthal received his medical, psychiatric and psychoanalytic 
training in Vienna, where he currently practices psychoanalysis. 

His lecture on November 30 is open to the public.
